The  men  began  digging  a.  long  shall  od 
trench  with  their  sharp  pointed  stick 4 
The  hoys  brought  hlg  atones  and  firewood 
Thcae  w «rt»  j  d  up  all  along  one  side  c 
the  trench.  The  wood  was  then  set  fire  t 
und  was  soon  biasing,  while  the  stone*  oi 
the  top  Were  g»*tt log  fort.  * 

While  the  ilr^  was  burning  ono  side  1166- 
tie  bundles  "f‘ something  white  and  soft 
were  being  undone  from  the  clean  leavta 
that  contuined  them  This  was  the  paste 
out  of  which  the  pudding  was  to  be  mad*. 

There  wan  no  flour,  suet,  eggs,  milM, 
plums  or  currants  in  it.  It  was  the  paste 
of  a  native  vegetable  called  taro  and  old 
coeoftDUt,  both  grated  vrry  fine  and  mixed 
together.  A  long  pudding  cloth  wns  laid 
along  iho  side  of  the  trench,  and  In  it  the 
pudding  was  carefully  wrapped.  It  w As 
not  calico  or  Hncn,  but  nloo  clean  banana 
leaves.  Over  this  long  ooooanut  leaves 
were  plaited 

When  the  stones  •  aa  lot  enough,,  some 
were  quickly  laid  altuif  the  bottom  of  tfie 
trench;  then  the  long  , -lidding  was  laid  hn 
tbe  top  of  them  and  then  some  more  stores 
at  the  sides  and  on  the  top. 

.  Some  girls  hail  brought  heaps  of  leafra 
to  lay  over  the  top  to  kpep  tbe  heat  add 
steam  in,  and  the  earth  which  bad  bten 
dug  out  of  the  trench' was  thrown  o*W 
tbe  top. 

The  cooks  and  pudding  makers  all  went 
to  »<lt*  p  and  left  the  stare  to  watch  their 
cookery.  Next  morning  at  8  the  whole 
village  was  astir,  men,  women  and 
dron  all  In  holiday  attire. 

It  was  soon  uncovered  and  was  found  to 
be  well  done.  Long  poles  were  brought 
and  laid  the  whole  length.  These  were 
fastened  to  tho  pudding  by  small  viqps> 
ranee,  etc.  It  was  then  rolled  out  of  the 
trench  on  one  side,  short  sticks  were  mpde 
fast  crosswise  to  the  poles,  and  all  ^as 
ready  for  taking  up. 

About  100  men  and  boys  then  raised  It 
on  their  shoulders,  and  with  one  tron^fen- 
dous  shout  starred  toward  my  house,  ao 
comp /uiied  by  the  whole  village. 

I  measured  It  before  carving  and  found 
it  was  204  feet  long— two  feet  longer  than 
the  monument  of  London  Is  high.  It 
measured  IS  Inches  in  circumference.  It 
was  soon  carved  Into  pieces  four  yArds 
long,  and  these  were’  distributed  all  Over 
the  land,  men  Carrying  as  much  puddlug 
as  tbclr  strength  would  allow  to  distant 
villages. — English  Exchange. 


The  iron  cross,  burnished  with  gold, 
which  Is  over  erne  of  tbe  entrances  tc 
Harvard  college  library  (Gore  hall)  was 
at  the  time  of  the  1 745  siege  of  Loulsburg 
taken  from  a  Catholic  chapel  there,  and 
brought  to  Massachusetts  as  one  of  the 
spoils  of  tbe  victory.  In  1877  Justin  ^Ftn- 
sor,  the  librarian  of  Harvard  College  ii 
brary.  found  it  in  tbe  cellar  of  the  Horary 
and  had  it  gilded  and  plaqed  In  thepoei- 
'.ion  which  it  now  ooctFples  The  fact  that 
an  entrance  to  one  of  the  main  buildikfcsof 
tbe  oldest  and  most  distinguished  oullege 
in  onoe  Puritan  Massachusetts  shorfld  be 
thus  adorned  with  a  religious  symbol 
which  is  usually  to  be  found  only  oh  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  butldlogs  or  on  Anglican 
churches  of  an  extreme  type  argue*  reli¬ 
gions  liberality  In  these  days  which  Would 
make  some  of  the  anti  Catholic  crusaders 
who  took  part  In  tbe  Loulsburg  expedition 
lift  tbelr  voices  in  sterfi  rebuke  of  tbe  degeu- 
ly  of  tbelr  countrymen.  But  the  world 
outgrows  such  baneful  religions  aflid 
tisan  seal.— Boston  Transcript.
